Lindsay bed." It is further provided 
that a suitable marker to this effect 
be placed bv the hospital The pro- 
vision for the Carlisle hospital trust 
fund was similar

Im plicit in th e terse statem en t was an indication th a t research 
h as progressed to the point w here a plane can be built w ith a 
range probably lim ited only by h u m an endurance and speeds that 
can only be guessed at. 
Only about two weeks ago th e navy m ade a sim ilar m om entous 
announcem ent. It said it had let a contract for the hull of the 
first nuclear powered subm arine. 
The air force contract w ith th e C onsolidated Vultee corporation 
gives th a t com pany prim ary responsibility for what engineers call 
an airfram e—th e shell of a plane w ithout engines or instrum ents 
T he air force already has a co n tract with the G eneral Electric 
com pany—announced last F ebruary—for developm ent of an atom ic 
engine for aircraft. And the Atomic Energy Com mission (AEC» 
said in M arch it had aw arded a co n tract to G E. for 
associated 
propulsion devices." 
T here was little public speculation in official sources about how 
soon an atom ic-pow ered plane m ight be perfected. T he best guess 
was th a t it would be som ew hat longer th an th e two to three years 
which officials have estim ated may be required to com plete a 
nuclear powered subm arine. 
Power plants for both have their heart in an atom ic reactor—a 
massive device which permits the slow, controlled release of atomic 
energy in the form of heat and radiation.

Dr L S. Shepherd, one of trus 


country's leading physicists, said the 
strange space craft could operate 
between aa artificial moon of the 
earth and one of the ticy Martian 
moons 


Shepherd, a research expert at 


the mam Bntisn government atom 
laboratory in Harwell, also is direc- 
tor of the British Interplanetary 
Society. 


H* described his ion rocket in a 


paper prepared for the 12-nation 
second International Congress on 
Astronautics — space 
navigation — 


now in progress here 


Need Spatfe-Station 


First Shepherd said, the artificial 


earth moon, or space-station, must 
be iet up. 


The United Stales government an- 


nounced officially in 1948 that it was 
imestigat:r.g such a project for 
military purposes Shepherd said it 
already is "irstJur. the range of pres- 
ent rocket technique " 


The space-station, he said, would 


be rockei^d iau» an orbit around the 
earth, about 300 miles away. There 
:t •a'Ould coast endlessly in friction- 
le--- outer tpace at a speed which 
would baiacce its centrifugal force 
a:.d the p'-.:; of gravity. 


Then, -.auf Shep.'.erd. his proposed 


Son rocke; would come into the 
picture. 


PropolsiTe Jet 


It would use a propulsive jet con- 


sisting of a beam of ions—electrified 
particles given off during the break- 
down of gas molecules—accelerated 
to high speed by electrical means. 
Shepherd described this as a "new 
principle- in the theory of space 
travel. 


The rorket would have relatively 


little power, but usin? the space 
station as a taieoft point it would 
not need much. 


It -»-ould be unable to land on 


planets because of their strong gravi- 
tational pull. Shepherd said, but 
could be used to operate "exclusively 
between satellite stations—for ex- 
ample between an eanh-sateilite 
anc the tiny Martian moons Deimos 
ar-d Phobos."

Too, they are listed in many 
nursery and seed catalogues. Diree- 
i lions for application are printed on 
the container. The idea is to dis­ 
tribute these disease spores where 
I the grubs will come into contact 
| with them, thereby becoming in­ 
fected. Spores multiply rapidly in 
every doomed grub and spread. And 
while the process is slow, it will 
eventually pay big dividends in the 
war of certain extermination. 
Next, every citizen whose lawn is 
Infested by grubs should treat the 
area at once with chlordane dust. 
This is recommended instead of 
DDT for two reasons—first, chlor­ 
dane takes effect more quickly; sec­ 
ond, until more is known about the | 
cumulative dangers of DDT in the 
soil, it may be advisable to avoid the j 
general use of this poison. Chlordane 
can be purchased from local supply 
dealers and applied according to di­ 
rections. A 10-percent powder form 
is broadcast at the rate of 21* 
pounds to 1,000 square feet of lawn 
and washed gently into the soil at 
once. If the ground surface is hard, 
it may be advisable to break the 
crush by perforating it lightly be­ 
fore applying the insecticide. Mixing 
the chemical with several times its ’ 
volume of slightly moist sand aids in 
a more uniform application.
